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INTRODUCTION 


The Line Fences Act provides a local procedure, administered by the 
municipality, for resolving fencing disputes between neighbouring 
land-owners. Disputes are resolved by three local fence-viewers, 
appointed by the municipal council, who make an award apportioning 
responsibility for the fence between the two owners. 


Recently, the Line Fences Act was amended in two important ways. 
First, a completely new method of hearing appeals was introduced. 
Second, a number of amendments were made to improve’ the 
administration of the Act at the municipal level. These amendments 
came into force on July 1, 1988. 


This publication summarizes the Line Fences Act, including the recent 
amendments to the Act, which are highlighted in bold print. All 
section references refer to the revised Line Fences Act unless 
otherwise specified. 


Because it is only a summary, this publication should not be used as 
a substitute for the legislation itself. Reference should be made 
directly to the statute where necessary.

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THE NEED FOR FENCE-VIEWERS 


What is a line fence? (section 3) 


A line fence is any fence that marks the boundary between an 
owner’s land and neighbouring lands. Section 3 of the Act gives 
every land-owner the statutory right to construct and maintain a 
line fence. 


Appointing fence-viewers (section 2) 


Neighbouring property owners do not always agree about the need 
for a line fence. Even when both owners feel that a fence is 
needed, they may disagree about the fence’s type or construction, 
or about who should pay for its construction and maintenance. 
When such disagreements occur, one or both land-owners may want 
the matter decided by fence-viewers. 


A fence-viewer is an impartial third party appointed by the 
municipality to resolve such disputes about line fences. 


Every local municipality is required to pass a by-law appointing 
as many fence-viewers as the municipality feels are necessary to 
carry out the provisions of the Act. By law a minimum of three 
fence-viewers must be appointed, but it is a good idea to appoint 
at least one more to fill in should one of the appointees be 
unable to perform his/her duties because of sickness, vacation, 
etc. The by-law must also fix the remuneration to be paid to the 
fence-viewers, which may be paid on an hourly or daily rate, or 
on a rate for each hearing attended by the fence-viewer. 


Act does not apply where by-law is passed (section 25 


Under section 210, paragraph 20 of the Municipal Act, a 
municipality may pass a by-law determining how the costs of line 
fences shall be apportioned between  land-owners, and _ for 
providing that any amount so apportioned shall be recoverable 
under the Provincial Offences Act. 


Such a by-law may apply to all or part of the municipality. 
Section 25 of the Line Fences Act states that, where such a by- 
law has been passed, the Line Fences Act does not apply. 
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THE FENCE-VIEWING PROCESS 


Request by owner for fence-viewin subsection 4(] 


When an owner wishes to construct a line fence or repair or 
reconstruct an existing line fence, he/she should, ideally, enter 
into an agreement with the owner of the adjacent land concerning 
the cost of the work to be done. When that is not possible, the 
owner may notify the clerk of the local municipality in which the 
owner’s land is located that he/she wishes to have fence-viewers 
apportion the cost of the work between the land-owners. This 
notice must be made using Form 1, "Request for Fence-Viewers", as 
set out in the regulations. 


When such a request is made, the clerk should check to confirm 
that an attempt has been made to reach an agreement between the 
two owners before proceeding with the requirements under the Line 
Fences Act. The clerk should also ensure that the dispute does 
not concern the location of the boundary between the _ two 
properties, as such disputes do not fall under the Act. In 
addition, the clerk should inform the owner making the request 
that fence-viewers can only’ resolve disputes concerning 
construction if the fence has not yet been completed. Once the 
fence is finished, only the maintenance of the fence falls within 
the Act’s jurisdiction. 


Notice to owners by the clerk (subsections 4(2),(3)) 


Upon receiving a request for fence-viewers, the clerk (or some 
other person designated by council) must notify both the owner 
that made the application and the owner of the adjoining land of 
the date that the fence-viewing will take place. 


o The notice must be given using Form 2, "Clerk’s Notice to 
Parties (Dispute)", as prescribed by the regulations, be 
signed by the clerk (or such other person designated by 
council), and specify the time and place of the fence- 
viewing. 


o The date of the fence-viewing cannot be less than one week 
from the date that notice of the meeting is served, and not 
more than 30 days from the date that the clerk was notified 
that a fence-viewing was requested. 


o If the owner of the adjoining land is not the occupant of 
that land, then the occupant and not the owner must be 
notified.

o The notice shall be sent by registered mail or hand delivered 
to the owner’s or occupant’s residence. 


Notice to fence-viewers by the clerk (subsection 4(2)) 


The clerk or designated person must notify three fence-viewers 
using Form 3, "Clerk’s Notice to Fence Viewers (Dispute)", as 
prescribed by the regulations, of the time and place that their 
services will be required. This notice must be served at least 
one week before the date of the fence-viewing. 


When one property is outside the _ municipalit subsections 
1(2).(3)) 


Where the land-owners are in two different municipalities, the 
clerk must notify one fence-viewer from the municipality in which 
the land of the owner who requested the fence-viewing is located, 
and two fence-viewers from the municipality in which’ the 
adjoining land is located. 


Where one of the land parcels is in the municipality and the 
other parcel is in territory without municipal organization, the 
clerk shall notify three fence-viewers appointed by the 
municipality, but at least one of the three must be from outside 
the municipality in the vicinity of the land in question. 


Notice to owner by an occupant (section 5) 


Where an occupant who is not the owner of the land is served a 
notice under the Act, it is the occupant’s responsibility to 
inform the owner about the notice. If the occupant does not 
notify the owner, the occupant is liable for any costs or other 
damages that may be awarded against the owner by the fence- 
viewers. 


It is not the clerk’s responsibility to notify the owner of the 
adjoining land where the occupant of the land is not the owner. 
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Postponement of fence-viewing due to inclement weather 
(subsection 4a(1)) 


When, in the clerk’s opinion, weather or ground conditions make 
it impractical for the fence-viewing specified in the notice to 
take place, the clerk may postpone the fence-viewing to a later 
date. Where there is a postponement, the clerk must: 


o notify those persons entitled to receive notice of the fence- 
viewing that it has been postponed; 


o establish a new date for the fence-viewing, to be not later 
than 15 days after the date named for the original meeting; 


o notify the persons entitled to receive the original notice of 
the new fence-viewing date. 


Restricting fence-viewings during winter months subsection 
4a(2), (3)) 


If it wishes, council may pass a by-law stating that no fence- 
viewing or other proceeding requiring the attendance of fence- 
viewers (other than an appeal to a referee) may be scheduled 
between the Ist day of November and the 31st day of March in the 
following year. Alternatively, council may restrict’ the 
scheduling of fence-viewings under the Act to any shorter period 
between those two dates. 


Where such a by-law has been passed, any proceedings requiring 
the attendance of fence-viewers shall be postponed until the end 
of the period specified in the by-law. 


Duties of the fence-viewer (section 6) 


When called upon by the municipal clerk, the fence-viewers shall 
meet at the time and place designated for the fence-viewing. 


There must be three fence-viewers in attendance. If there are 
less than three, the fence-viewing must be postponed until al] 
three can attend. For this reason, the clerk may wish to notify 
a fourth fence-viewer to be ready as an alternate if required. 
The clerk should also brief the fence-viewers concerning the 
main points of the dispute before the fence-viewing, if at all 
possible.

Once assembled, the fence-viewers shall study the location of a 
proposed fence, or examine the state of repair of an existing 
fence, depending on whether the dispute concerns the construction 
or maintenance of the fence. If requested by either owner, the 
fence-viewers shall hear evidence from the persons involved. In 
such a case, the fence-viewers may examine the owners and their 
witnesses on Oath. 


Matters to be considered in making an award (subsection 7(2)) 


In making the award, the fence-viewers shall take into account 
the following: 


Oo the suitability of the fence to the needs of each of the 
owners or the occupants of their land; 


0 the nature of the terrain on which the fence is, or is to be, 
located; 


o the benefit to both owners of having the boundary between 
their lands marked by a fence; 


0) the nature of the fences in use in the local area; 


Oo any other factors that they consider relevant. 


Terms of fence-viewers’ award subsections 7(1 3).(4).(5 


The fence-viewers’ award must be made using Form 4, "Award", as 
prescribed by the regulations, and must be signed by any two of 
the three fence-viewers. The award shall specify: 


1) the location of the fence 


Where the terrain permits, the fence will normally be located 
directly on the boundary between the two properties. Where 
in the opinion of the fence-viewers the local terrain makes 
it impractical to locate the fence on the property line, the 
award may specify a location wholly or in part on the land of 
either of the owners where it seems most convenient. In such 
a case, the location of the fence will not affect the title 
to the land. 
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2.12 


2) the description of the fence 


The description shall include the materials to be used in any 
construction, reconstruction, repair or maintenance of the 
fence. In setting out the type and construction of the 
fence, the fence-viewers should take into consideration the 
needs of each owner or occupant, the nature of the terrain, 
the types of fences in use in the local area, and any other 
factors they consider relevant. Where there is a municipal 
by-law in force regulating the construction of fences, the 
description of the fence in the award must conform to the by- 
law. 


3) the date by which any specified work must start and be 
completed 


4) who shall pay for the construction/maintenance of the fence 


The award may specify that each owner shall construct, 
reconstruct or repair, as the case may be, and maintain a 
designated half of the fence. Alternatively, the award may 
state that one of the owners shall carry out the specified 
work, and that the other owner shall, upon being informed of 
the costs incurred from time to time, pay to the designated 
owner one-half of those costs. 


If the fence-viewers feel that to apportion the costs or work 
evenly between the owners would be unjust, they may divide 
the cost of the construction, repair or maintenance of the 
fence between the owners as they consider appropriate. 


Employment of a surveyor (subsection 7(5)) 


Where the terrain requires the fence to be located on the land of 
one of the owners instead of on the property line, the fence- 
viewers may employ an Ontario land surveyor to have the location 
of the fence described in metes and bounds. 


Notification of award (section 8) 


When completed, the fence-viewers’ award is given to the 
municipal clerk’s office. The award is then certified by the 
clerk, and a copy of the certified award is sent by the clerk to 
the owners and occupants of the adjoining lands at their last 
known residence. Unless otherwise proven, the copies of the 
award shall be deemed to have been received by the recipients 
seven days after mailing.

If the lands of the owners are in different municipalities, the 
clerk with whom the award is deposited shall immediately send a 
certified copy of the award to the clerk of the _ other 
municipality involved. 


THE APPEAL PROCEDURE 


Establishment of appeal division (subsection 25a(1 
Under the regulations accompanying the revised Act, one appeal 


division has been established to cover all lands in Ontario for 
the purpose of hearing appeals to fence-viewers’ decisions. 


Appointment of referees (subsections 25a(2),(3),(6 


A referee and one or more deputy referees will be appointed by 
Cabinet to hear appeals. 


Referees and deputy referees will receive remuneration along with 
reasonable expenses from the Provincial Government. 


Appeal to a referee (subsection 9(1 


An owner who is dissatisfied with a fence-viewers’ award may 
appeal to the referee. 


Time limit for appeal subsection 9(1 


An owner wishing to appeal must notify the owner or occupant of 
the adjoining land to that effect within fifteen (15) days of 
receiving a copy of the fence-viewers’ award.

Appeal notice requirements (subsections 9(1 2 


Notice of the appeal in the prescribed form (Form 5) must be sent 
by registered mail or delivered by hand to the residence of the 
owner or occupant of the adjoining land. A copy of that notice, 
together with an affidavit of service of the notice and the 
appropriate fees, must be filed with the clerk of the local 
municipality in which the land is located. 


Clerk’s responsibilities (subsections 9(3),(4),(10), 25b(1 


The clerk of the municipality in which an appeal is filed acts as 
the clerk for the appeal hearing. Having received the fees, 
affidavit, and a copy of the notice, the clerk notifies the 
appropriate referee without delay. Upon notification of the 
appeal, the referee immediately fixes the time and place for the 
hearing of the appeal and advises the clerk of the hearing’s time 
and place. The clerk in turn notifies both land-owners or 
occupiers of the time and place of the hearing in writing. This 
notice must be delivered by hand or sent by registered mail. 


The fees received are paid by the clerk to the Treasurer of 
Ontario. 


Support services (subsections 25b(2) ,(3 


The municipality in which the appeal is filed must provide a 
suitable room, secretarial services and other necessary support 
services for the appeal. 


Referee’s powers (subsections 9(5),(7 
The referee may: 


1) examine the owners or occupants and their witnesses on oath, 
and inspect the boundary between the two properties; 


2) after hearing the appeal, set aside, alter or affirm the 
fence-viewers’ award, or correct any errors that may have 
been made in the award; 


3) order payment of the costs of the proceedings (excluding the 
referee’s fees) by either party and fix the amount of the 
costs;

4) at any time, order the owner who appealed the award to pay to 
the clerk sufficient money to cover the cost of the appeal. 


Decision of referee to be final subsection 9(6 


The decision of a referee is final and cannot be appealed. 


Notice of decision (subsection 9(9 


Once the referee’s decision is made, the clerk sends a copy of 
the referee’s final decision and order, if any, by registered 
mail to the owners or occupants at their last known address, and 
to the Minister of Municipal Affairs. 


Appeals filed prior to 


Where copies of the appeal and affidavits were filed with the 
clerk of the small claims court prior to July 1, 1988 (the date 
on which the new appeal procedures came into force), the appeal 
shall be heard and disposed of in accordance with the legislation 
in force at the time the appeal was filed. 


WHEN AN AWARD IS NOT OBEYED 


When the work is not completed (subsections11(1),(2),(3),(4),.(5 


When an award places the responsibility for the construction, 
repair or maintenance of a fence on one owner only, that owner 
may fail to do the specified work. In such an instance, the 
other owner has several remedies under the Act. 


o He/she may serve notice to the adjoining owner, requiring 
him/her to obey the award. Such a notice may be sent by 
registered mail or hand delivered to the owner’s residence.

o If the notice is not obeyed within two weeks from the date it 
is served, the owner wishing to enforce the award may 
complete the work specified in the award himself/herself and 
commence proceedings under the Line Fences Act to recover the 
value of the work done and the costs of the proceedings from 
the owner of the neighbouring land. If consulted prior to 
such an action being taken, the clerk should advise the owner 
doing the work to take photographs of the uncompleted work 
before completing the fence. Such evidence will be required 
to recover the cost of the work. 


The owner, or someone acting on his/her behalf, may enter onto 
the other owner’s property to complete the work specified in the 
award. However, in so doing, that person must not unnecessarily 
damage that property. Anyone who obstructs or threatens to 
obstruct such a person from completing the work is guilty of an 
offence and on conviction is liable to a fine of not more than 
$1,000. 


Where an owner is not reimbursed (subsection 11(6 


Where the award specifies that one owner is to do the work and 
subsequently be reimbursed for some portion of the cost of the 
work by the other owner, the owner doing the work will notify the 
other owner or occupant of the cost of the work in the same 
manner as is specified under 4.1 above. If the owner who has 
completed the work has not received the specified amount within 
twenty-eight days from the day that the notice is served, he/she 
may begin proceedings to recover the amount owing and the cost of 
the proceedings from the other owner. 


Recovering the cost of the work from the adjoining owner 
subsections 11(7).(8).(9 10 


To recover the amount owed by the other owner, the owner who 
completed the work must first notify the clerk that the fence- 
viewers who made the original award are requested to reattend the 
site to certify that the other owner has failed to meet the terms 
of the award, and to specify the amount that is in dispute. 


On receiving such a notice the clerk, or some other person 
designated by council, must notify the owner who served notice 
and the owner or occupant of the neighbouring land of the date on 
which the fence-viewers will reattend the premises. The notice 
must be given using Form 7, "Clerk’s Notice to Parties 
(Certification)",.as prescribed by the regulations, and must:

o be signed by the clerk or such other person as has been 
designated by council; 


Oo specify the time (not less than one week from the date of the 
notice) and place of the reattendance of the fence-viewers; 


Oo be sent by registered mail or hand delivered to the owners’ 
residences. 


The clerk or other designated person must also notify the fence- 
viewers that their reattendance is required. That notice must be 
given using Form 8, "Clerk’s Notice to  Fence-Viewers 
(Certification)", as prescribed by the regulations, and be served 
not less than one week before their services are required. 


If, for any reason, one of the three fence-viewers who made the 
original award is unavailable on the date named, the clerk shall 
notify another fence-viewer from the municipality to attend in 
his/her place. 


Fence-viewers’ duties on reattendance (subsection 12(1 


The notified fence-viewers shall meet at the specified time and 
place and satisfy themselves that the owner or occupant of the 
adjoining land was properly notified of the reattendance and has 
failed to obey the award. 


a) Where one owner was required to do work specified in the 
award and has not done so, the fence-viewers shall determine 
the value of the work which should have been done by that 
owner and which has subsequently been completed by the owner 
wishing to enforce the award. The fence-viewers shall then 
complete Form 9, "Certificate of Default (Work Not Done)", as 
prescribed by the regulations, which certifies the value of 
the work. 


b) Where the owner desiring to enforce the award has completed 
the work as specified in the award, but has not received 
payment from the other owner for that owner’s share of the 
cost of the work, the fence-viewers shall determine the value 
of the work done and the portion of that value payable by the 
defaulting owner. The fence-viewers shall then complete Form 
10, "Certificate of Default (Payment not Made)", as 
prescribed by the regulations, which certifies the default of 
the owner and sets out the amount payable by that owner.

Certification of costs subsections 12(2 3 


The certificates referred to above will specify the cost of the 
reattendance, as well as whether that cost should be borne by one 
or the other of the owners, or divided between the two parties. 
The certificate will then total: 


1) the defaulting owner’s share of the cost of the original 
fence-viewing, less the fence-viewers’ fees and, _ if 
applicable, the fees of the land surveyor; 


2) the defaulting owner’s share of the cost of the reattendance, 
less the fence-viewers’ fees; 


3) the value of the work done by the owner seeking to enforce 
the award that ought to have been done by the defaulting 
owner. 


The fence-viewers will then certify that the total of 1), 2) and 
3) shall be payable by the defaulting owner to the owner desiring 
to enforce the award. 


When the work done does not comply with the award (section 13 


When an award specifies that certain work is to be completed by 
one of the land-owners, the work completed by that owner may, in 
the opinion of the other owner, not be in compliance with the 
description of the work as set out in the award. For example, 
the fence may be a different height or constructed of different 
materials than specified in the award. In such an instance, the 
owner wishing to enforce the award shall not dismantle the work 
completed. However, he/she may serve notice to the owner or 
occupant of the neighbouring land that that person is to complete 
the work as specified in the award. That notice must state how 
the work done fails to comply with the award and be sent by 
registered mail or delivered by hand to the owner’s residence. 


If the notice has not been obeyed within two weeks from the date 
of delivery, the owner seeking compliance with the order may 
notify the clerk in writing that he/she wishes to have the fence- 
viewers determine whether or not the work complies with the 
award. 


The notifying of the land-owners or occupants and the fence- 


viewers is carried out in the same manner as for the original 
fence-viewing.

If the fence-viewers determine that the completed work is not in 
compliance with the description or location of the fence given in 
the original award, the fence-viewers shall complete Form 12, 
"Determination with Directions", as prescribed by the 
regulations. In this form the fence-viewers shall specify: 


o why the work is not in compliance, and what actions must be 
taken by the owner to make the work comply; 


Oo the date by which the work must begin, and the date by which 
it must be completed; 


o the costs of the proceedings and the portion of the costs to 
be paid by each owner. 


If the owner required to carry out the work does not comply with 
the determination within the allotted time, the owner seeking to 
enforce the award may serve notice to the other owner that he/she 
must obey the directions. If the directions have not been obeyed 
within two weeks from receipt of the notice, the owner enforcing 
the award may seek to have it enforced through the provisions of 
sections 1] and 12 (steps 4.1 to 4.5 of this publication). 


Deposit of certificate with the clerk (subsection 12(4)) 


When completed, the certificate is given to the municipal clerk’s 
office. The certificate is then certified by the clerk, and a 
copy sent to the owners and occupants of the lands at their last 
known residences. Unless otherwise proven, the copies of the 
certificate shall be deemed to have been received by the 
recipients seven days after mailing. 


If the lands of the owners are in different municipalities, the 
clerk with whom the certificate is deposited shall immediately 
send a certified copy of the certificate to the clerk of the 
other municipality involved. 


Collection of amount as taxes (subsections 12(5),(7 


The clerk of the municipality in which the land of the defaulting 
owner is situated shall, upon receiving a copy of the certificate 
and the original award, and upon application in writing by the 
owner entitled to receive the amount certified, have the total 
amount certified placed on the collector’s roll. That amount may 
then be collected in the same manner as taxes, along with any

interest that accrues from the date that the application was 
made. The interest rate charges shall be the same as the 
municipality charges under section 412 of the Municipal Act for 
unpaid taxes. When collected, the amount together with any 
interest shall be paid to the owner entitled to receive the 
funds. 


Payment by treasurer to owner entitled (subsections 12(6),(8 


Upon receiving a copy of the certificate and the original award, 
as well as a written request from the owner entitled to receive 
the amount certified, council has the option of instructing the 
treasurer to pay the amount certified or a portion thereof to the 
owner. If that owner receives the certified amount or a portion 
thereof, he is not entitled to make an application or receive an 
amount that may be recovered by the municipality from the 
adjoining owner through step 4.8. 


Upon making such a payment to an owner, the treasurer shall 
immediately notify the defaulting owner that the payment has been 
made. Such notification must be given using Form 11, 
"Treasurer’s Notice of Amount Owed to Municipality by Defaulting 
Owner", as prescribed by the regulations. 


Filing of Awards and Certificates in Provincial Court 


As an alternative to the owner’s collection remedies outlined in 
steps 4.8 and 4.9, the owner may file a certified copy of the 
award and a certificate made in respect of the award with the 
Clerk of the Provincial Court (Civil Division). Once filed, the 
amount certified may be levied against the goods, chattels and 
land of the adjoining owner as if the amount was a judgement of 
the Provincial Court (Civil Division). 


REGISTRATION OF AWARDS, CERTIFICATES, AND AGREEMENTS ON TITLE 
(sections 15 and 16) 


An award and a certificate made in respect of an award may be 
registered on title in the proper~ land registry office. 
Registration may be made using a duplicate or copy of the award 
or certificate, verified by an affidavit, together with an 
affidavit verifying the execution of the award or certificate. 
Once registered on title, the award or certificate becomes a 
charge upon the land affected by it. 
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6.2 


Any agreement in writing, using Form 14 as prescribed by the 
regulations, between owners concerning a line fence may also be 
registered on title and enforced as if it were an award under the 
Act. 


FEE 


Payment of fence-viewers’ fees (subsections 17(2),(3).(4 
The fence-viewers are paid by the municipality: 


Oo upon the expiration of the appeal period or after the appeal, 
as the case may be; and 


0 where applicable, upon the deposit with the clerk of a 
certificate, determination with directions, or a decision. 


If the fees are not repaid immediately by the land-owner or 
owners whom the fence-viewers have charged with those costs, the 
treasurer shall place the unpaid amount on the collector’s roll. 
That amount and any interest that may accrue may be collected in 
the same manner as taxes. 


Where the land of an owner required to pay the fees is in an 
adjacent municipality, the clerk shall notify the clerk of the 
adjacent municipality of the amount owed by that owner. That 
amount may be placed on the collector’s roll for’ that 
municipality and, along with any interest that may accrue, 
collected in the same manner as taxes. When that amount (with 
interest) or any part of it is collected, the clerk shall 
immediately send the amount collected to the clerk of the 
municipality that served the notice. 


Where the land of the owner required to pay the money is located 
in territory without municipal organization, the amount owing may 
be recovered from that person, with interest, as a debt due to 
the municipality that appointed the fence-viewers. 


Costs of proceedings where no award is made (section 14 


Where the fence-viewers have been called upon to attend a fence- 
viewing, they may decide that no award shall be made because the 
owners have requested that no award be made, or because they have 
no jurisdiction to make an award. Similarly, fence-viewers 
reattending the properties may decide that no certificate or 
determination with directions shall be made.

Municipal administration fees (section 16a 


A municipality may pass a by-law fixing reasonable administrative 
fees in relation to the proceedings under the Line Fences Act. 
If maximum fees are established by Provincial regulation, the 
municipality may not charge fees that exceed the maximum set out 
in the by-law. If a by-law is not passed by the municipality, 
administrative fees may not be charged. 


Surveyor’s fees (subsections 7(6),17(1),(2 


A surveyor employed to describe the location of a fence is 
entitled to the same compensation as if subpoenaed in a smal] 
claims court. The surveyor’s fees shall be paid by the owner or 
owners specified in the fence-viewers’ award. If the owner or 
owners refuse to pay, the amount of the fees shall be placed on 
the collector’s roll and collected in the same manner as 
municipal taxes. 


ROAD ALLOWANCES, HIGHWAYS, AND RAILWAYS 


Unopened road allowances (section 18 


Two land-owners, whose properties are separated by an unopened 
road allowance which is not enclosed by a lawful fence, may wish 
to erect a fence between their properties. However, the owners 
of the adjacent properties cannot initiate proceedings to call in 
the fence-viewers without first obtaining the approval of the 
council of the municipality in which the road allowance is 
situated. 


When called upon, the fence-viewers must divide the road 
allowance equally between the two land-owners, and require each 
owner to construct, keep up and maintain a just proportion of the 
fence to mark the division line established by the fence-viewers.

The fence-viewers’ decision as to the location and construction 
of the fence does not affect the rights of the municipality in 
the road allowance, or confer any title to the road allowance to 
either or both of the adjacent owners. 


Exemption for public highways (section 24) 


The Act does not apply to any lands that constitute a public 
highway, including lands abutting a public highway that are held 
as a reserve by a municipality or other public authority to 
separate lands abutting the reserve from the public highway. 


This provision does not prevent a municipality or local board 
from entering into agreements with the owners of land adjoining a 
public highway or reserve concerning the construction, repair or 
maintenance of a line fence. 


Former railway right-of-wa section 19 


(a) When the entire width of land that was formerly used as a 
railway right-of-way is conveyed to the owner of abutting 
land, that person is responsible for constructing, keeping up 
and repairing the fence that marks the boundary between the 
conveyed lands and the lands of the adjoining owner for ten 
years from the date of the conveyance. After that date, the 
general provisions of the Line Fences Act apply. If the 
owner to whom the right-of-way is conveyed subsequently wills 
or otherwise transfers ownership of the land, the new owner 
or executor of the property must fulfil the obligation under 
the Act until the ten-year period is over. 


(b) If the person to whom the right-of-way is conveyed is not an 
abutting owner, that person, or anyone to whom the ownership 
of the right-of-way is subsequently transferred, is 
responsible for the construction, maintenance, and repair of 
the fences that mark the lateral boundaries of the right-of- 
way. Unlike (a) above, there is no time limit on this 
responsibility. 


(c) If the right-of-way is conveyed to a municipality (including 
a regional, metropolitan or district municipality and the 
County of Oxford) which is not the owner of abutting land, 
the municipality is responsible for constructing, maintaining 
and repairing the fences that mark the lateral boundaries of 
the right-of-way. The same responsibility would fall to the 
Province or a provincial agency, should the right-of-way be 
conveyed to either of them. There is no time limit on this 
responsibility.

REMOVAL OF OR DAMAGE TO A FENCE 


Removal of a fence (section 20 


A property owner may not remove any part of a line fence without 
giving six months notice of the intention to do so to the owner 
or occupant of the adjoining land, unless the adjoining owner or 
occupant has refused to pay for his/her portion of the fence as 
set out in the original fence-viewers’ award after being asked 
for that amount in writing. 


Disputes concerning fence removal are subject to the same 
arbitration provisions set out for other line fence disputes 
under the Act. 


Damage of a fence by a tree (section 2] 


If a tree falls across a line fence, the owner or occupant of the 
land on which the tree stood shall immediately remove the tree 
and repair any damage to the fence caused by the tree. If the 
tree has not been removed 48 hours after the neighbouring owner 
has served written notice to remove the tree, that owner may 
remove it in the most convenient and inexpensive manner 
available, entering onto the land where the tree stood if 
necessary, and repair the fence. The owner may also retain the 
tree as partial remuneration for the removal of the tree, and/or 
recover the costs through the fence-viewing process. 


Any disagreements arising under this section may be resolved by 
fence-viewers. 


APPLICABILITY OF THE ACT TO MUNICIPALITIES/THE PROVINCE 


Applicability of the Act to municipalities (section 22) 

The Line Fences Act applies to all lands owned by municipalities 
in the province, including all regional, metropolitan or district 
municipalities and the County of Oxford. 


The Act also applies to land owned by a local board as defined by 
the Municipal Affairs Act, including a conservation authority. 
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Under the Act, a municipality or local board may enter into 
agreements with owners of land adjoining land owned by the 
municipality or board, for the construction, maintenance and 
repair of fences marking the boundary between the properties. If 
such an agreement is made using Form 15 as prescribed by the 
regulations, the agreement may be registered on title and 
enforced as if it were an award by the fence-viewers. 


Applicability of the Act to the Province (section 23) 


The provisions of the Act are binding on the Province of Ontario, 
with the following exceptions: 


1) Act does not apply to Provincial Crown lands that at no time 
have been disposed of by the Province by letters patent, deed 
or otherwise; 


2) an award made by fence-viewers involving Provincial Crown 
lands shall not require the Province to be responsible for 
more than one-half of the fence or pay to the adjoining owner 
an amount exceeding 50 per cent of the cost of the fence. 


CONDOMINIUM CORPORATIONS (subsection 1(4 


When a boundary fence dispute involves a condominium corporation, 
the corporation, and not the owners of the individual units, is 
deemed to be the owner of the land for the purposes of the Act. 
Any payments either required from or owing to the condominium 
corporation are therefore costs or assets of the corporation as a 
whole. 


PUBLIC ACCESS TO CLERK*S RECORDS (section 28 


Any award, certificate, determination, decision, notice or other 
document resulting from proceedings under the Act that is in the 
possession of the clerk is subject to subsection 78(1) of the 
Municipal Act. This means that anyone may inspect’ these 
documents on request at all reasonable hours. This provision 
also applies if the documents are in the possession or under the 
control of someone other than the clerk who has been designated 
by council to provide notices under the Act.
